Washington—The states can enact 


war-time espionage laws, the supreme 
court today decided. 


It held constitutional a law of Min- 


nesota, enacted to prevent interference 
with the enlistment o£ men in the mili- 
tary forces of the United States. The 
law was attacked by Joseph Gilbert, 
who was com icted under it because 
of an alleged anti war speech. He 
was fined $500 and sentenced to one 
> ear's imprisonment. 


Justice MeKenna. m delivering the 


opinion, of the court, declared that it 
•was a "work of patriotism" for the 
states to assist the fedeial government 
in all work of prosecuting a war. and 
could not be held repugnant to the 
constitution.

The. court's decision was seven to 


two. 


Chief Justice White dissented on the 


ground that the right to enact espion- 
age laws was an exclusive power of

Madison — Radical changes in the 


tax laws of Wisconsin were advocated 
by the state tax commission in the 
preliminary report which was sent to 
the governor on Wednesday.

IIP confined to countries where there is a sta- 
bip government and -where there is an assurance 
o; integrity of purpose 


"jv;a.tions of the corporation should be con- 


iined -o financing for the benefit of future forrijrn 
-iriric. 


The first limitation is obviously for the 


]n-orection of the corporation against the 
jie^-ils of revolution and debt repudiation 
•nni'-ii still are a potential factor in the

rlnde Russia from the operations of the 
corporation is apparent. Whether 
it 


•would apply to Germany 
is debatable.

The United 
States came through the war practically 
iiiLsr-athed. Its economic resources and its 
prodnclivity -were vastly increased. It is 
in a. position \a supply the world, and Eu- 
rope's requirements earned by war's im- 
poverishment ajid devastation are alone 
tremendous, and should aieorb the major 
portion of our sarplus for years to come. 
Jt. would be a paradoxical situation in- 
deed if the United States did not. with all 
its wealth and capacity, avail itself of 
this great opportunity to serve the wel- 
fare of Europe as well as its own good. If 
it were purely a humanitarian, demand 
upon us we should reepoud, but it is more 
ih«i humanitarian for it mvites large pe- 
cuniary returns.

there is every reason to believe the pres-

h a v e arisen, because th* guaranieps of 
peace would have been such a,s to sustain 
credit ac com modal ions of one Character 
or another, bat the exploitations of Amer- 
ican polities had to be satisfied firsl. and 
so we find ourselves for 1he time being in 
the economic doldrums. National political 
stupidity is responsible for much more of 
present disturbed business conditions than 
the people realize or than businoss will nd- 
mif.

BONDS AT PAK 


A good many well-intentioned people 


seem aggrieved because the government 
has not maintained Liberty bonds at par. 
They seem to think the United States has 
broken faith in some way. This attitude 
appears to spring from that style of reas- 
oning which thinks that government is all 
powerful. All it need do is pass a 
law or make a ruling and the thing is 
done. 


But we know that values are not main- 


tained in that manner. One way to main- 
tain Liberty bonds at par would be for the 
treasury to buy in at par all bonds of- 
fered to it. Assuming that the govern- 
ment has the money (which it has not) is 
it not plain that the government would 
soon own all 'the bonds which are now sel- 
ling below part In other words, it would 
have to redeem all the Liberty bonds at 
once, or as many of them as would force 
the issues up to par. If the government 
had the means to do this, it is plain that 
it need not have issued any bonds. 


It could, perhaps, make them legal ten- 


der for all debts public and private by 
thus making them into money, they would 
be at par. But would not this be an in- 
flation of the currency to such aja extent 
that the actual value of the bonds ex- 
pressed in commodities would be at least 
as low and probably lower than before" 


Or the government could issue irredeem- 


able currency with which it could take up 
the bonds at par. as fast as they were of- 
fered. It would seem this would only in- 
nate the currency again. 


Possibly there are other ways of main- 


taining the Liberty bondb at par. Probab- 
ly the reader has a plan, or remedy. Bat 
money and finance are complicated affairs. 
The problems they present are not always 
easily solved. It took the United State* 
more ihan a century to evolve the Feder- 
al Reserve bank and up to that time its 
monetary system had always been unsatis- 
factory—in fact wretchedly adapted to its 
needs, a source of credit weakness, of paji- 
ics and subject to all sorts of pernicious 
and artificial influences. 


The experiences of the United States 


with currency and banking have been 
suc.h as to many times raise the question 
whether anybody really-has mastered the 
science of monw. its use and effects. 


Liberty bonds have been below par 


simply because the money they represent 
has been worth more in other forms of in- 
vestment and use. They are not below 
par because of any question as fo the se- 
curity, for there is no security its equal. 
"When money rates go down, and the eco- 
nomic readjustment has been completed 
Liberty bonds will go up. not only to par. 
bnt above par. It may take somr- years. 
but being the highest class investment 
there is in the world, they will eventually 
be in demand and because of their exemp- 
tions, terms, etc.. will some day command 
a premium.

San Francisco, Calif. — "Save the 


Redwoods before it ia too late!" is now 
the popular- cry of California. The 
whole state is up in arms over the 
wholesale destruction of these oldest 
and rarest trees which is now going 
on. If you are a loyal Californian—if 
you were born there, or if your loyal- 
'ty is based merely on a two-weeks' 
visit which you have never been abl« 
to forget, or let your friends forget 
—join this "Save the Redwoods" cam- 
paign, and send an angry protest to 
your Congressman. 


Whether you have been to Califor- 


nia or pot, you have heard of its red- 
woods, ita monster tree*, which are 
the oldest living things in the -world. 
Those of the Sierras are already well- 
protected. In the Calaveras grove at 
\Vawona, in the Sequoia National 
Park and- General Grant National 
Park, the giant trees art 
safe for 


generations to come. But the beauti- 
ful redwoods of the Coast, smaller of 
girth but-taller even than their Sierra 
cousins, are entirely -vrithont protec- 
tion. 
Through the lieart of some of tl» 


finest grorres of the Coast redwoods, 
the state of California built Its coast 
highway—one of the 
moat glorious 


highways ever conceived by man. B"or 
several miles you bowl along under a 
giant sequoia archway 
stately that it makes

the motor 


achievements of the 20th century ap- 
pear smart but Insignificant. Yet the 
very building of this road which has 
made It possible for motorists to visit 
the redwoods, has resulted in their de- 
struction. For a good road and motor 
trucks have made the timber market- 
able, and the owners of the treee have 
lost no time In converting them Into 
lumber. 
Today everypne who travels over 


this highway 
is heartsick at 
the 


thought of the certain ruin that awaits 
the entire stand of redwoods unless 
sufficient funds are raised to buy the 
limber lands along the road and turn 
them into a state or national park. 


Only a Few Left 


"Not such a great deal is left to be 


saved," explained 
the Secretary of 


the Redwoods league, in discussing its 
campaign. "It is not such a great 
:ask that faces us, and the mills are 
reducing it every day. One mill Is 
working within a hundred feet of the 
state highway, in the very heart of 
one of the most beautiful remaining 
proves. 
Signs along the road warn

"There are only a lew miles of red- 


woods along the state highway, not 
more than a dozen at most," he con- 
tinued, hunting through his desk for 
a map that would show their exact lo- 
cation. "You go along for some dis- 
.ance on a beautiful road, shaded by 
oak and pine trees. Then, all at once, 
the road dips sharply into the shade 
of tremendous trees that rise in 
straight columns 300 feet or more in 
the air. They arc not like the clumsy 
giants of the Sierras, but graceful and 
jeautifully proportioned,

worshipper in every nan that makes 
him love the redwoods. There seems 
to be something kindly as well as awe- 
Spspiring about them, as If, baring 
watched man for centurtea, they had 
nothing but pttr left for him. 


The sequoias at one time covered al- 


most the entire northern hemisphere, 
according to scientists, who have un- 
earthed their fossil remains in Europe, 
Siberia, Alaska and Canada. And of 
all this tremendous stretch of sequoia 
forest tbmt once encircled the world, 
only the California redwoods of th« 
Coast and the Sierra* hare survived. 


Among the latter, protected in the 


rjtttonnl forest, are 12,090 trees which 
exceed 19 feet hi diameter. . The Gen 
e-rai Sherman tree, the most celebrated 
of an. is 279 feet high, with a diameter 
of 86 feet. The Abraham Lincoln is 
a dose second, being 270 feet tall with 
a diameter of 31 feet, and the "William 
McKinley is 291 feet tall, with a 
diameter of 28 feet.

This money was provided by Hum- 
boldt County in California, which con- 
tributed $30,000, and by two private 
citizens, William Kent and Stephen 
Mather who gave $16,000 each. Un- 
fortunately, however, the options will 
soon expire and the Coast redwood* 
win be wholly 
unprotected—antes* 


the United States Government or the 
Stato of California, chooses to come to 
their rescue and purchase them for 
one more national park.
